The Coroner will hold an inquest tomorrow 
on the remains of the two men killed.

RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE MOB, 


Tne make-up of this morning’s mob was en- 
tirely of Poles and Swedes, the Irish and Ger- 
man laborers positively refusing to have any- 
thing todo with it. On the contrary, the Irish 
and English laborers poked fun at the mob 
unmercifully while it was tiolding forth at the 
depot. The Poles imagined that the guss of 
the militia were loaded with blank 
cartridges and laughed at their irish 
and German advisers when told not to attemot 
attacking the soldiers. Pubiic feeling is very 
much against Sberiff Reitz of Joliet because he 
released the gang of determined strikers capt- 
ured in his town Saturday, for it now tran- 
spires beyond all doubt that they lost no time 
in stirring up a bitter feeling against the mil- 
itia among the Poles and Swedes. Kujana was 
a terror among the workmen. It is said) that 
he was to be tried for an aggravated assault 
upon a fellow-workman at the present term of 
the Criminal Court. 4 

It must be said to the credit of the town

AT JOLIET. 


Jouret, Ml., May 4. — [Special. I— This city 
was nearly deserted by the State militia today, 
all but one company having been ordered to 
Lemont early this morning. The news ‘of the 
encounter between the etrikers at Lemont and 
the militia caused great excitement bere, es- 
pecially among the Joilet strikers, but they 
have been very quiet today. only dis- 
turbance was at Bruce's quarry, where, just 
before noon, the workmen were attacked by 
strikers and compelled to run from the quarry. 

Nearly all the quarries resumed operations 
this morning at $1.50 per day. inger & 
Moody’s big quarry is the only oue of any im- 
portance that is still idle. The others are 
working only a few men. . 

Lemont; III., May 4.—At 6:80 o'clock this 
morning Col. Fred Bennett, in command or the 
companies of the Fourth Infantry, I. N. G., in 
camp at the Joliet stone quarry, Joliet, re- 
ceived a special order from the .Governor to 
proceed with his command to Lemont at once 
and disperse the crowd of strikers. A special 
train was procured, and at 8 a. m. the soldiers 
were en route. At d o'clock they arrived at 
a point one and one-half miles south 
of the city, where the train was 
stopped ana the troops disembarked and 
formed.quickly. Sheriff Potter of Cook Coun- 


ty ordered Col. Bennett to deploy his troops 


and prepare for a fight. Company 

Blanchard, of Ottawa, was ordered to 
as skirmishers, and the command was spy 
obeyed and the line set in motion down 
through the quarries. The troops moved 
north on the biuff road until a street was 
reached which crossed at right angles. 
they were met by the City Marshal, wh 
dered the troops to halt and announced 
they could not enter the town. Col. 4 
ordered him to “shut up” or be would put 
him under arrest. The City Marsbal subsided. 

A bowling mob of several hundred men, 
armed with clubs and stones, began king 
warlike demonstrations. Deputy Sheriff Pot- 
ter, who was with the main body of troops, 
then stepped forward and called upon Ho panied 
ple to disperse, stating to them plainly if 
they did not they would be forc.bly driven 
back, and that the soldiers had no means of 
knowing innoceut spectators from law-break- 
ers. The mob paid no attention to this ulti- 
matum and stubbornly refused to disperse. 
The crowd stood its ground and the Idlers 
were ordered to charge bayonets, the step 
remaining at the ordinary marching ence. 
There was no resisting this wall of cold steel. 
and the mob broke and scattered, generally to 
the right and left. A considerable uumber of 
the more reckless ones still stood their ground 
as best they could, yielding inch by inch. 

No serious troudle had occurred up tb this 
time and not a shot bad been fired on either 
side. After marching in this way for three 
biocks the crowd in the rear of the militia, at 
an apparent signal. consisting of a shot being 
fired, furiousiy attacked the rear of the 
column with large cobblestones, hitting 
nearly every man in the rear rap of 
Company A—the Streator company. Private 
George Baggs’ injuries were the most 
serious of any, he be hit in the head, caus- 
ing an ugly scalp-wound, and on the hand, ren- 
dering that member temporarily unfit wire, 


The men, under this trying ordeal, w as 
cool and self-possessed as though they had 
been simply on a street parade.

Prospect of a Long War Between Two 
| Great Organizations. 
Pitrssurac, Pa., May 4.—The United Nailers 
of America have thrown down the gage of 
battle for the Amalgamated Association of 
Iron and Steel Workers, the issue being the 
steel nail, and indications are chat there must 
be a fight between the two bodies. It was not 
thought that the difficulties, which were pre- 
dicted at the time that the nailers of the Onio 
Valley began to surrender their charters in the 
Amalgamated Association, would arise 60 soon, 
it being expected that the wages and terms de- 
manded by both would be alike for at least a 
year, The scale sent out dy the nail- 
ers, however, shows that the struggle must 
come at once. It is semi-officially announced 
that every mill in the Onio Valley district will 
sign the nailers’ scale, which places the price 
for cutting iron or steel nails on the same 
basis, and that the beaters and roliers will also 
present a scale of their own, thrusting aside 
the scale submitted by the Amalgamated As- 
sociation last week, which proves that the 
price for cutting steel nails shall be 20 per cent 
greater than for cutting iron nails. A differ- 
ence of this nature in the scales would shut 
Pittaburg out of the nail trade entirely. 48 
sertions are made by the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation that this action of the naliers in placing 
steel and iron together has for its object the 
securing of the signature of their scale and 
leaving the Amalgamated Association with a 
fighton their bands. A strike, if one occurs, 
will be confined to this city alone. : 


The Illinois Coal-Miners. 

COLLINSVILLE, III., May 4.—([S8pecial.]—All 
of the coal-miners worked here and at Troy to- 
day. About 100 strikers are in towu and 400 
more are expeeted from Belleville and Staun- 
ton tomorrow morning, when they say they 
are going to stop work here. The Abbey 
Coal Company has its property guard- 
ed by Deputy City Marshals, armed 
with breech-ioading rifies, to prevent a raid 
from the strikers, who will arrive during the 
middie ot the night, and it is feared a raid will 
be made on that place to capture the seventy 
rifies there. The place is well picketed. 
Wouble is expected tomorrow morning. The 
Sheriff and Deputies will be on hand. All was 
quiet at midnight. '

TENNESSEE RAILROAD DECISION. 

NAsuvitie, Teun., May 4.—|Special.}—Tie 
decision of the United States Supreme Court 
today that certain railroads are not liable for 
a portion of the State debt bas a very 
Important bearing on the debt ques 
tion, as about $14,000,000 was involved 
in the causes. The suits were filed 
against the Louisville & Nashville, 8t.

Mississippi Central, Mississippi & Tennessee, 
Mobile & Ohio, Memphis & Ohio, East Tennes- 
see, Virginia & Georgia, Knoxville & Kentucky, 
Rogersville & Jefferson, and the Cin- 
cinnati, Cumberland Gap & Charleston 
Railroads by holders of Tennessee bonds to en- 
force the lien on the railroads contained in the 
Internel Improvement act of 1851-62. Under 
this act there were issued 28,251 bonds loaned 
to railroad companies, Almost the entire 
system of railroads in Tennessee was 
constructed under this law. A lien on the 
other roads was retained to secure the pay- 
ment of the interest. The interest was paid 
until the breaking out of the War, when the 
burden fell upon the State, which issued 
bonds to fund the interest that bad 
accrued upon the bonds during the War 
and bonds that had matured.

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| Gladstone Again Scores 6 Viotry in the 


House of Commons on the Oredit 
Vote. 


London, May 4.—[Special.|—In the House 
of Commons this evening Mr, Gladstone dupli- 


cated the statement of Earl Granville in he 


House of Lords to the effect that England and 
Russia had agreed to renew negotiations, all 
imo pediments haying been removed. The Pre- 
mier added that all disputed points which 
should arise at the conference in regard to the 
agreement of March 17 were to be referred to 
the sovereign of a neutral State, that the 
Afghan Frontier Commission was to meet 
forthwith to settie the details of the boundary, 
and that Russia had consented to withdraw 
ber outposta on the arrival of ‘the 
Commissioners, Gens. Lumsden and Zelenoi, 
Mr. Gladstone stated that no communication 
bad as yet passed between Russia and Eugland 
in regard to the reported occupation of Port 
Hamilton, at the entrance to the Sea of Japan, 
by England. 

The speech was receiyed by the Opposition 
in dead Silence and by the Radicals with fran- 
tic cheering. Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, the 
Conservative member for Gloucestershire, 
was on his feet as soon as the Rad- 
jeal oneers subsided and asked Mr. 
Gladstone if the Government would now 
withdraw the vote of credit. Premier 
promptiy answered: No, we shall proceed 
with it.“ 

Referring again to the subject of a resump- 
tion of communications in London, England, 
and Russia, Mr. Gladstone said they would be 
much facilitated by the more full and exact 
knowledge the Government now possessed of 
the Ameer’s views sire the meeting between 
him and the Baril of Dufferin at Rawii-Pinde 
and the valuable topographic information 
which has since reached England. 

The Rt.-Hon. Sir Charles Dilke, President of 
the local Government Board, announced for 
the Government that it was imperative in the 
interest of the country that the House pro- 
ceed at once with the vote of credit. 
A number of members at once put interroga- 
tories to the Goverument concerning the trust- 
worthiness of the reports of both Gen. Bir 
Peter Lumsden and Gen. Komaroff. Mr. G ad- 
stone answered in detail, stating in substance 
that the dispute of the Penjdet_ ino 
dent had never been a question of the 
trial of any Officer, Dut one which 
concerned the honor of the two Governments 
involved in the March agreement. It was not 
in che power of either party to this agreement 
to claim exclusive richt of interpretation. The 
speaker believed the agreement would be found 
sufficiently clear. 

Lord Randoiph Churchill, the young Con- 
servative leader, now arose and iauncbed into 
a savage assault on the Government. The 
argument just made on behalf of the Govern- 
ment was @ terrible piece of news for 
those anxious for the safety of the 
Indian Empire. The Government,” cried 
out bis Lordship, ** bave made a base, coward- 
ly surrender of every point at issue to Rus- 
sia. 1 greatly fear that as m Tre 
suit we have lost India.“ Lord 
Randolph, continuing, said that he 
protested against the conduct of the Govern- 
ment in submitting the of credit Monday 
last without giving the slightest in- 
dication of their policy and the 
exact point, at issue with Russia. 
The latter, be contended, had been for a long 
time breaking the agreement of 1878 with re- 
spect to Central Asia. In regard to 
the Afghans, Lord Churchill insisted 
that the Russians long ago passed 
the boundary which they had promised to re 
apect as the rightful frontier line of the 
Ameer’s dominions. in 1682 a series of pledges 
were voiuntarily given by Russia concerning 
the boundary and all of them had been delib>- 
erately broken.

He contevded that if the papers when 
published showed that the Ameer did not de- 
sire the advanced frontier. England bad no 
right to foree it on him. In Mr. Gladstone’s 
judgment any appearan@e of hesitation in 
agreeing to the credit would be a serious public 
evil. He had no objection to sweeping criti- 
cism, but when, hapovily, there was a prospect 
of favorable issue of a difficult crisis 
he asked the House not to derogate from 
what it nad already practically done. 
He declared that if in such a period of anxiety 
and difficulty the Government were unworthy 
ot being trusted the sooner they were released 
from their responsibilites the better. 

A motion that the debate be adjourned was 
negatived by a vote of 181 to 118. Baron 
Henry de Worms (Conservative) moved that 
the House be adjourned. Mr. Gladstone op- 
posed the motion, saying be did so under a 
deep sense of publie duty. 

Sir Stafford Northcote explained that the Op- 
position had no wish to exhibit a policy of 
hesitation, but simply wanted time to un- 
derstand the Government’s policy. The 
motion to adjourn was lost by a vote of 
169 to 111, and a turther motion to adjourn the 
debate was rejected by a vote of 164 to 100. A 
still further motion to adjourn the House was 
made, whereupon: Mr. Giladstcne suggested 
taat if the vote of credit was 
agreed on discussion on the subject could 
be raised Thursday in Committee of Supply. 
Sir Stafford Northcote assented to this sugges- 
tion and the motion to adjourn the House was 
negatived. The vote of credit was then agreed 
to by a vote of 180 to 20. 

After Mr. Gladstone had announced. the 
peace arrangement in the House of Commons 
the Conservative members held a mecting and 
decided it would be impolitic to oppose the 
vote of credit. 

A commuhicdtion from the Russian Govern- 
ment defines the scope of the arbitration. It 
is not to include the military question, but is to 
be limited to the consideration of explanations 
with reference to the alleged violation of 
the convention, The terms of the 
arrangement indicate that .the arbitrators’ 
functions will be to find a formula of eoncilia- 
tion consistent with the amour propre of both 
sides. Emperor William will be asked to act 
as urbitrator, and it is expected he will con-

This. report extended only to Nov. 30, 1884. 

There is no doubt that the corresponding deficit 

— the six months since that time is much 

arger. 

Application was made by the receivers for an 
order aliowing them to discontinue the opera- 
tion of non-paying lines after May 1, 1885. The 
decision of the court goes very thoroughly 
into the matter. The receivers’ application is 
denied. 80 far as possible the system must be 
kept a “going concern,” as it came into the 
bands of the court, on the ground of public 
duty to the communities it serves. The 
court will not spontaneously sever branches 
from the system, however unprofitable, but 
“the right of a lessor or mortgageor whose 
rent or interest is unpaid to insist upon pos- 
session or foreclosure will be promptly recog- 
nized.” This, the Judge adds, may break up 
the system; but “it fs not sloughing off 
branches, tearing the system in two, but the 
disrupuon, if it comes, will come from those 
who seek separation and have a legal right to 
do so."" For the guidance of the receiver in 
regard to the relations of the branches to the 
system minute rules are laid down. The ac 
counts of each subdivision are to be kept 
separate, and payments other than operating 
expenses to be regulated by the character of 
the results. Where receipte exceed operating 
costa, “*the rental or subdivisional interest 
wil de paid to the extent of 
the surplus,” and to that extent only. 
Where there is no surpius no interest 
or rental shall be paid, and the original owners 
can, as indicated above, assert their rights to 
regain possesston of the property. Where a 
subdivision fails to earn its operating expenses, 
Operations are to be diminished “ with an un- 
sparing though discriminating hand.“ This is 
defined to be that the character of service on 
an unprofitable line may be cut down, in the 
discretion of the receivers, to a point which, as 
near as possible, will make an equilibrium be- 
tweer income and expenses without absolutely 
abandoning the operation of the subdivision. 
Should the deficiency continue it may be made 
good out of the general earnings of the system, 
or, if necessary, by the issue of receivers’ cer- 
tificates. The opinion also states that, while 
the court desires to-keep the issue of receivers’ 
certificates within reasonable limits, they will 
be authorized if needed to maintain any 
part of the road as a “going con- 
cern,” and any equities between the 
various interests in the road regarding 
them will be adjusted ina final decree. The 
receivers are further declared to be the repie- 
sentatives, not of any class of creditors, but to 
be in the hands of the court and holding the 
road for disposition at the end of the litigation 
for the benefit of all.

This last action probably foreshadows the 
ultimate fate of the greater portion of the 
branch and leased roads. It certainly increases 
improbabiiity of any reorganization being et- 
fected by which the general-mortgage bond- 
holders of the present Wabash Company will be 
protected or receive any security. 


The Ohio & Mississippi Likely to 
Again Go into the Hands of a Re- 
ceiver. 

It is predicted that before long tlie Ohio & 
Mississippi Railway will again drop into the 
hands of ayeceiver. The hard times and low 
rates are telling heavily on ite finances. It is 
now thirteen months sinee Receiver J. M. 
Douglass stepped down ana out, and it will be 
remembered that he thought the reorganiza- 
tion scheme, which contemplated taking the 
road out of the hanas of the court, unwise, and 
go stated to Judge Drummond. He thought 
the property should be heid aloof from all eu- 
tanglements until the condition and equipment 
of the road should be in first-class order and 
certain old liens on the property compromised. 
But the Baltimore & Ohio people thought dif- 
ferently, and managed to satisfy the court of 
their ability to carry out the reogarization 
scheme to the letter. The mileage of the Onio 
& Mississippi system is ever 600 miles, and the 
lines extend from Cincinnati to East St. Louis; 
from Shawneetown to Beardstown; and from 
Vernon to Jeffersonvilie. The Cleveland Lead- 
er speaks as follows of this road: It is the 
short line between Cincinnati and St. Louis, and 
bauls fuliy 75 per cent of the passenger traffic, 
but itis weighted down with a bonded debt, 
and also with an expense account that is littie 
better than robbery. Over $100,000 is paid out 
annually, or was last year, in the way of com- 
missions for passenger business. Had this sum 
been saved there would have been enough to 
pay all the fixeg charge® and, instead of de- 
faulting, the interest would have been paid, and 
the idea of applying for a receiver would not 
have entered the bead of any one. The sbare 
capital of the company is $24,030,000, of which 
$4,080,000 is preferred and is entitled to 7 per 
cent cumulative dividends. The bonded debt 
is $16,000,000-of 5 per cent fifty-year bonds. 


The New York Central Sleepers With- 
drawn from the Wabash, 

The New York Central Sieeping-Car Compa- 
ny yesterday withdrew its sleepers from the 
Wabash.

M'CLELLAN’S PENINSULAR CAM- 
FAN. 

den George B. McClellan has contributed 
to the May Century his version of his 
wretched, disgraceful failure in the memor- 
able seven days’ battles on the Uhicka- 
hominy in July, 1862. In brief, he charges 
that failure upon Secrefary Stanton! He 
alleges that Stanton sought him qut and 
made use of his friendship to secure his place 

Cabivet, and, having secured it, at 
turned his power to his (McCjellan’s) 
vantage; that he broke his promises to 
; that he issued orders which were in- 

to nullify his operations; that he 
withdrew portions of his army; and that he 
destroyed his campaign. So far as Secretary 
Stanton is concerned, it must be remembered 
that he is dead and cannot reply to the 
calumny which this political General heaps 
upon him. If he were alive it is safe to say 
that McClellan would have put his right 
hand in the fire and burned it off before he 
would have written the paper which appears 
in the Century. 

Even if every word he says were not false, 
he hals not explained his miserable failure. 
Concede the truth of his untrue declaration 
that Stanton operated against him! Concede 
the truth of his mean inuendo that Lincoln 
was not sending him all the reinforcements 
in his power (and McClellan was continually 
bawling for reinforcements, though he al- 
ways far outnumbered the enemy)—even then 
the circumstances attending the disastrous 
failure are not explained! 

It is unnecessary to follow the operations 


‘| of the army prior to the time when it con- 


fronted the Rebel force before Rich- 
mond along the line of the Chicka- 
hominy. At this time (May, 1862) Gen. 
Lee had succeeded Johnston in the command 
of an army numbering about 75,000 men, 
and Gen. McClellan himself reported the 
whole force under his command at 157,000 
men, of whom 30,000, he sald, were either 
sick or absent on furlough. (Why absent 
on furlough?) The 28d of May there was 
a slight skirmish, and the next day a con- 
siderable force of the Rebels was driven 
over the Chickahominy in the battle at Eli- 
son’s Mill, The next day he issueda gen- 
eral order indicating that he was going to 
move straight on Richmond, and then, in- 
stead of moving, he lay passive for several 
days with his forces severed by the Chicka- 
hominy. Then Porter, with a part of his 
corps, moved forward and occupied Hanover 
Court-House, a short distance east of Rich- 
mond, whereupon McClellan telegraphed to 
Lincoln, A truly glorious victory ” and a 
complete rout,” and, as usual, asked for 
more reinforcements. Meanwhile the Rebel 
Johnston, observing that MeClellan’s army 
was on each side of the Chickahominy Creek, 
determined to strike that portion of it on the 
Richmond side of the sluggish stream, which 
resulted in the battle of the Seven Pines—a 
battle which was managed by the Colonels 
and Brigadiers, as McClellan was not near 
the field, and, indeed, after the battle or- 
dered Hooker back, who had been guilty of 
going within four miles of Richmond and 
could have gone there and taken it. 

What tollowed then? .McClellan’s army 
lay for a whole month in the Chickahominy 
mud, purposeléss and doing nothing. In the 
meantime the Rebels were concentrating 
their strength, and in some inexplicable 
manner Stonewall Jackson came down from 
Northern Virginia and joined Lee“ McClel- 
lan was telégraphing to Washington end- 
less complaints about the rain and the dread- 
ful state of the Chickahominy ” ang asking 
for more reinforcements. While the Rebels 
were gathering from all directions and getting 
ready to strike, and the Rebel cavalry were 
making raids on the Union supplies, McOlel- 
lan was reporting ‘‘all quiet in every direc- 
tion.” An ominous quiet! Finally, the 
With of June, the sharp skirmish of Oak 
Grove occurred. Immediately following that 
little affair McClellan telegraphed to Wash- 
ington that the enemy numbered 200,000 and 
that he would have to contend against 
greatly superior odds.” As was well known 
then and since they did not number one-half 
that force, while he had at least 125.000 men 
fit for duty. The 25th of June he took up 
a defensive position and prepared fora retreat 
on the line of James River! The next day Lée 
struck his right wing, commanded by Porter 
on the other side of the Chickahominy from 
the remainder of McClellan’s army, and after 
a hard-fought battle the Rebels were hurled 
back with heavy loss. It was called the bat- 
tle of Mechanicsville and a decided victory: 
and yet McClellan continued his préparations 
for retreat on the James River. After this

Towards sundown the 
Rebels broke Porter’s lines and drove them 
headlong to the Chickahominy. Porter lost 


over 10,000 men and Lee quite as many, 


while McClellan’s loss was but a few hun- 


dred. 

That night Porter fell back through the 
mud and the swamps to the other side of the 
little river and joined the timid McClellan. 
The retreat continued, We will not follow 
it except at a single point, its Jast battle 
that of Malvern Hills. It was adecisive 
victory for the Union troops, though Mo- 
Clellan was cowering on a gunboat five or 
six miles away during the fight. The Rebels 
were driven into the swamps, broken and 
crushed almost to despair, having lost 12,000 
men. McOlelian the next day could have 
marched straight to Richmond and smashed 
Lee’s remnants, but his astonished soldiers 
received the peremptory order to fall back 
still further to the shelterof the gunboats. 
The 8d of July the disgusted and angry 
Army of the Potomac was resting on the 
James; the broken army of Lee was behind 
the defenses of Richmond; and McClellan 
recommenced his complaints and excuses for 
his failure in his dispatches to Lincoln. 

This is the situation that needs explana- 
tion and has never been explained. If all 
that he alleges about Stanton were true it 
has no _connection with the incapacity or 
something worse of this political General. 
It does not explain why the magnificent 
Union army, superior in numbers and disci- 
pline to the Rebels, was coutpelled to retreat 
after winning victories and to witness the de- 
struction of millions of dollars“ worth of army 
stores and munitions; its commander mean- 
while sending insulting messages to his supe- 
riors—the President and Secretary of War 
for which in any other couftry he would 
have been taken out and shot. It may, how- 
ever, help to explain why it was that subse- 
quently he was nominated for the Presidency 
by the Copperhead party on the basis that 
the War was a failure” and peace must be 
made with the Rebels on their own terms. 
McCiellan did more towards making the War 
a failure than Lee and Stonewail Jackson to- 
gether. 

INDIAN LAND MONOPOLIES. 

The Oklahoma colonists have abandoned 
the attempt to enter the public lands in the 
Indian Territory during the present season. 
Many of them will be engaged for some time 
in defending themselves against the indict- 
ments which have been found against them. 
Still Capt. Couch and his followers are to be 
congratulated on gaining a substantial vie- 
tory; for they have sueceeded in bringing the 
Oklahoma question before the country in a 
manner to enforce public attention, and there 
is now no doubt that the end of the matter 
will be the opening of the disputed territory 
to white settlement. It may take some time 
for the slow-moving authorities to complete 
their preparations, but it may be regarded as 
certain that Oklahoma will be declared public 
domain and be thrown open to the settlers. 
Had it not been for the energetic and spir- 
ited action of the colonists public sentiment 
would never have been aroused nor the au- 
thorities*spurred into taking action, but Okla- 
homa would have continued in the exclusive 
possession of the cattle companies. 

The agitation of the Oklahoma question 
has opened the eyes of the people to the evil 
of great Indian land monopolies; it has en- 
abled them to see in clear view the absurdi- 
ties and nonsense which rank as part of the 
Indian policy of the Government. The origin 


-of the trouble was in the practice of dealing 


with the Indians as though they constituted 
independent sovereign powers co be contract- 
ed with by treaty, but some years ago the Su- 
preme Court exposed the falsity of this no- 
tion and declared it opposed to public policy. 
Indians are simply wards of the Gevefn- 
ment, and are to be dealt with and governed 
with a view to their future improvement ahd 
civilization if possible. The rights of white 
men are not to be sacrificed because of fanci- 
ful notions that the Indlalis must continue to 
lead the lives of hunters and hold vast tracts 
of arable land as grounds for hunting and 


roving. 


The great Indian land monopolies must be 
broken up in the interest of the Iydiaus 


themselves. Already they find huntmg a 
precarious means of subsistence, and before 
many years they must either become farmers 
or be entirely supported by the Government 
as chronic paupers. The latter result, how- 
ever, is just what is desired by the Indians 
themselves and by the horde of Indian con- 
tractors, agents, and traders who have 
leagued themselves with the savages for the 
purpose of plundering the Government of 
annuities. Every step toward a more sensi- 
ble policy in dealing with the savage as well 
as the civilized tribes will be opposed by — 
combined power of the Indian ring, 

It will be the duty of Congress not 1 
to open Oklahoma but to provide for a reor- 
ganization of the entire Indian Territory. 
That portion of the country comprises 68,253 
square miles, or more than 40,000,000 acres, 
and in an ordinary state of cultivation would 
support from two to three million people. In

THE UNHAPPY JUNKETERS. 

The junketing legislators who resolved to 
defy public.opinion and neglect their sworn 
duty at Springfield in order to enjoy a dead- 
head excursion to New Orleans are now a 
stranded colony of wretched and disappointed 
derelicts. They had planned a glorious spree 
at other people’s expense they didn’t care 
whose. They were to make a triumphal 
entry into New Orleans, where the whole 
community was expected to receive them, 
throw open their houses, hotels, and restau- 
rants to them, and entertain them with that 
royal bounty for which the South is famous. 
But the newspaper accounts which come 
from the Illinois junketing expedition rep- 
resent them as gloomy, despondent, and 
„broke.“ New Orleans for the time has 
suspended the traditional ideas of Southern 
hospitality and taken on the commercial 
policy of all world’s fairs. «The Illinois 
legislator is rated on the same foot- 
ing with everybody else; that is, he 
is gaged by the size and contents of his 
pocketbook, The junketing party arrived 
at the fair ground very tired, very hungry, 
and very thirsty. They were met by Direct- 
or-General Burke, who recommended them 
to go to “Public Comfort No. 2.” They 
went. They flew. Visions of a banquet, a 
table decked with the fruits and flowers 
of the tropics, several kinds of wine at each 
plate, and all for nothing, filled the mind of 
every junketer in the party. This was the 
first disappointment. There was no ban- 
quet. There were no fruits and flowers. 
There was no wine. The guests were com- 
pelled to wait a good while before they could 
get anything to.eat, then they got very little 
and of very inferior quality, and finally— 
worst of all—they’ had to pay for what they 
got. After that they wandered around with 
no more attention than the ordinary Granger 
receives. They went into the town with 
no better results. The IIIinois legislator 
did not seem to be recognized, or, if he 
was, nobody seemed to be impressed with 
his importance, They found the price of 
everything regulated by exposition rates and 
no discount for legislators. They were aus- 
sessed $4 a head for dinher, a quarter for an 
ordinary drink, and 75 cents a bottle for Bud- 
weiser beer. They were disconsolate. Haines’ 
speech did not make them feel any better; 
on the contrary, they were hungrier and 
thirstier than ever. 
ing they were obliged to pay the regular hotel 
rates or bunk in their sleeping-cars, where 
they were eaten up by the musquitoes. About 
twenty-four hours served to exhaust the party 
of their ready cash. Wasn't it to be a dead- 
head excursion? And the latest report rap- 
resented a lot of disappointed and maddened 
junketers howling for the earliest possible 
return home. 

We suppose the people of Illinois ought 
to rise up in righteous indignation at this 
shabby treatment of their representatives. 
But the people won’t do anything of the 
kind. They will just laugh at the discom- 
fiture of the scurvy crowd, and the popular 
verdict will be that it served ’em right. The 
junketers ought to have remained at their 
post and discharged their duties; and when 
they went on an excursion they should have 
been prepared to pay their way like respecta- 
ble ple. If the Haines crowd of junketers 
have suffered some of the discomforts and 
humiliations of a deadhead excursion there 
will be no mourning throughout the State 
they have disgraced. 


Tae books tell us of a Persian monarch 
who had a pet theory to the effect that no 
mischief ever happens, without a woman at the 
bottom of it. One day it was reported to him 
that a painter had fallen from a ladder reared 
aguinst the royal palace and died of a broken 
neck. The monarch asked: Who is she?”

In the Arkan- 
sas ease a man was convicted on an informa- 
tion for printing and issuing bogus mining 
bonds m the form of United States bonds, 
and was sentenced to fifteen years’ imprison- 
ment at hard labor and a large fine, Upon 
an appeal of the case the Supreme Court of 
the United States decided that the crime 
in this case was an “infamous” 
one, and that the trial upon in- 
formation instead of indictment was uncon- 
stitutional. The crime for which Mackin 
and Gallagher were convicted is defined by 
the statutes as a ‘’ misdemeanor,” but it is 
punishable with two years’ imprisonment, 
which was the penalty imposed by Judge 
Blodgett. If the Circuit Court (Judge Gresh- 
am) shall hold it to be a misdemeanor, then 
the trial npon an information was valid and 
the verdict will hold. The whole case turns 
upon a technicality of law and does not go 
to the merits of the guilt or innocence of the 
convicts. Hence it will be regarded by the 
people of Chicago as a public calamity if the 
verdict against Mackin and Gallagher be 
set aside owing to some doubt in legal minds 
whether their crime was technically infa 
mous” or not.

Diseased Cattle, 

CHAMPAIGN, HL, May 4.~(Editor of The 
Tribune. |—I have this moment read your ed- 
itorial article on the payment for diseased cat- 
tle by the State, and beg to call your attention 
to the fact that the bill now before the Illinois 
State Legislature, as amended by a joint com- 
inittee from both Houses and a committee of 
the Cattie Breeders’ and Feeders’ Convention 
April 80, expressly provides that no payment is 
to be made for diseased cattle, but that those 
not diseased butexposed to infection shall be 
paid for at fair market value.

THE TRUNK MYSTERY. 
FOLLOWING OLEWS TO A DEAD WALL-—THE 
MISSING SICILIANS. 


The police have spent another ‘py in labori- 
ous but futile search for the solution of the 
Caruso trunk mystery. The trunk in which 
the corpse was shipped and the dead man's 
effects were looked for all day yesterday in 
response to a telegram sent Sunday, but they 
dia not come, and late in the afternoon a tele- 


gram was received which makes it probable 


that they will arrive today. How much of a 
clew the trunk will prove to be is a matter of 


guess work. 

Detectives McDonald and Bonfield spent all 
day yesterday in the western and northwest- 
ern portions of the city in an attempt to find 
the man who sold the trunk and the man or 
men who carried it to the stetion. They 
started several minor clews which on being 
followed down were easily traced to a dead 
wall. There was, in a word, nothing done. 
Too much stress cannot be laid upon the diffi- 
culties by which the work of the détectives 
is incumbered. In the first place it is suf- 
ficiently certain by this time either that the 
man who sold the trunk is not desirous of 
making the fact public or that the article was 
bought in some roundabout way purposely to 
baffie inquiry. The latter supposition would 
be accepted unhesitatingly were it not for 
other abundant evidence that the crime was 
not long enough premeditated to admit of so 
elaborate a plan. Again, the class of people 
‘among whom the police are compelled to work 
are the t unpromising subjects for investi- 
gation nable.

A WNEWSPAPER-MAN ARRESTED IN HIS OWN 
Nous BY A “FRESH” POLICEMAN.

NOTES. 

The agitation of the title question is bringing 
to the surface a good many minor evils that 
occasionally turn up to worry buyers, agents, 
and others. After the fire special care was 
taken to accumulate all the facts bearing on 
every title, and some papers were placed on 
record that not only are of no use but are an 
actual hindrance to the speedy completion of 
an abstract. In one case a bill of $15 came in 
after it was supposed that all expenses had 
been, provided for, and it turned out that the 
same facts bad been covered earlier in the in- 
vestigation. The later papers were practicaily 
duplications. It appeared that the same mem- 
oranda were sure to come up in the case of 
several hundred lots, and every time an ab- 
stract was made the same ground would have 
te be gone over and presumably the same ex- 
pense incurred, which would pile up quite a 
large sum of money—and all for nothing. 

They have a simpie system of transferring 
real estate in Austrailia. The examination of 
titles is practically in the hands of the Govern- 
ment, which issues a certificate of ownership 
to the buyer, thus taking a place similar to 
the transfer office of a corporation in this 
country. A small fee is required when the 
papers are passed to the buyer, which goes 
into a guarantee fund to reimburse anybody 
who may t after be found to have suffered 
from any defect in title. 

Some of the recent transactions in property 
to the south of the city were based on the ex- 
pectation that the removal of the Board of 
Trade to Jackson street would be a benefit to 
it. The communicaticn southward is direct, 
and a commission-man can step on a train 
near his home and de close to the buliding 
where he is to do his trading in half an hour 
or 60, the Michigan Southern Railroad station 
being only a block south of the board. 

it is whispered that the owners of the 
Traders’ Building expect to make a dividend 
of 12 per cent this year. They won't all do as 
well as that, but many people who have put 
capital into these large structures will be sat- 
isfied if they get a fair interest on it—say 5 per 
cent. 

A member of a leading commission firm 
smiled benignantly as he entered his place of 
business in the Board of Trade Building the 
other day and remarked: ‘This is the best 
broker's office in the world.” He was not 80 far 
out of the way. The leading brokers of New 
York have to put up with quarters much in- 
ferior to the best ones in this city on account 
of the great value of land there, and the Board 
of Trede men have reason to congratulate 
themselves on the convenience and elegance of 
their offices, The next thing is to get enough 
commissions to pay the rent.
